The \yell, which served the airport in the war 
years wheh the strength of Air Force personnel sta¬ 
tioned there was about equal to the present population 
.of Vulcan, is a large (6-inch) well and the water was 
piped about five miles to the airport. According to 
local men who were stationed at the airport during 
the war, the water is of much better quality than 
Vulcan residents are now getting from the wells locat¬ 
ed Inside the town limits. 

• Vulcan is growing steadily and the demand for 
water keeps increasing, particularly in the spring and 
summer months as new home owners plant and main¬ 
tain lawns and shrubs. The Town must look ahead 
and be prepared to meet this growing demand and 
any effort to improve the quality of water at the same 
time would meet with the whole-hearted approval of 
the ratepayers. 

The Town of Nanton found t hat drilled wells 
could not give it a satisfactory water supply and 
finally has to lay a pipeline from an ever-flowing 
spring several miles out We think that Vulcan, too, 
will be forced to find an outside source of water. The 
airport well may be the answer and, if investigation 
finds that it would be satisfactory from the viewpoint 
of both quantity and quality of water, the somewhat 
heavy expense of laying a pipeline for four or five 
miles would be justified. 

If the airport well is not satisfactory in either or 
both of these respects, we think that, like Nanton, the 
Town will have to look for a suitable spring as a pipe¬ 
line source of water.

City newspaper writers seem unable to under¬ 
stand that the fanner’s present grief comes from not 
too little efficiency, but from too much. Canadian 
farmers produce far more food per man hour than 
they did, say, ten years ago. Though their control¬ 
lable costs have undoubtedly come down so have 
prices when measured by dollar-value. And unfortun¬ 
ately, c her costs beyond their control have risen. The 
only way a reasonable profit can be made is by the 
increased efficiency of producing more and more at 
the smaller margin. And this, of course, builds up sur¬ 
pluses which bring down paying prices still further. 

To say the farm:rs should be wise businessmen 
and should switch to another food product is tanta¬ 
mount to telling them to switch from one surplus posi¬ 
tion to another, which is, in fact, happening. Probably 
what these newspaper writers really mean is that 
farmers should switch out of farming altogether, but 
would that be good for Canada?

Around here, you're lucky enough 
to have a local crop of Saskatoon 
berries—a fruit that doesn’t grow 
in many parts of Canada. Here’s 
my recipe for making these un¬ 
usual berries into an unusually 
delicious jam! 

SASKATOON JAM 

4Vi cups prepared fruit (about l'/l 
qts. rtpe Saskatoon berries ) 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
(/ lemon) 

7 cups (3 lbs.) sugar 
1 bottle Certo fruit pectin 

Prepare the fruit first. Crush 
thoroughly about IH qts. fully 
ripe Saskatoon berries. Measure 
4ri cups into a very large sauce¬ 
pan. Squeeze juice from 1 lemon 
and measure 2 tablespoons into 
pan with berries.
